Trustee Mrs. Margaret Coch. | 
rane said the multi-purpose 
room would remain in the dis- 
trict master plan and would be 
built at a later date. 


The proposed construction 
now includes the new school 
(minus the mult i- purpose 
room), the addition at Kava- 
naugh, an eight-classroom ad- 
dition at Belle Haven School 
and a multi-purpose room at: 
Menlo Oaks School. 

“We felt the classrooms were | 
more important than the multi- 
purpose building,” she said. 

Absentee ballots for the elec- 
tion. are available at the school 
district office. They must be 
turned in before Thursday, | 
May 14. 

Voters turned down a similar 
$300,000 bond election in 
March. 

For this campaign, the dis- | 
trict Citizen’s Committee has 
enlisted the help of various} 
school Parent-Teacher associa- 
tions. Volunteers were to begin 
covering the area this week 
with pamphlets explaining the 
proposed construction program. 

Mrs. Cochrane added that 
the multi-purpose room for 
Menlo Oaks would be somewhat 
smaller than at first planned.

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Institute Aids 
Economy of 
Argentina 


(SRI) — Stanford Research 
‘Institute will begin a study this 
month designed to stimulate 
industrial development in Ar- 
gentina, according to a state- 
ment from the Institute’s head- 
quarters here, 

‘The announcement was made 
‘jointly by the Government of 
Argentina and the Institute 

during thé Bay Aréa visit of 
Rogelio Frigerio, President 
_Frondizi’s personal adviser. 

Object of the study, accord- 
ing to Edward S. Prentice, 
head of International Pro- 
grams at the Institute, will be 
to identify the opportunities 
for private investment in Ar- 
gentina, with emphasis on the 
contribution private foreign in- 
vestment might make in coop- 
eration with Argentine capital, 

,and to point the way towards 
the development of a good 
long-range investment climate. 

Sr. Frigerio, who became 
Frondizi’s personal adviser af- 
ter serving as Argentina’s sec- 
retary of economic and social 
affairs, said that the research 
will be undertaken for the 
Comision Nacional de Admin- 
istracion del Fondo de Apoyo 
al Desarrollo Economico. 

Initial research will be car. 
ried out by Prentice and Wil 
liam B. Dale, senior interna 
tional economist in the Insti- 
tute’s Washington, D.C. office. 
Prentice and Dale will leave 

for Buenos Aires about mid- 
May, it was stated.

As the French Say, 
Vive la Difference! 


Recently, members of a citizens’ committee studying 
attainments of pupils in schools of the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary District came up with some thoughts. 

Reporting to the school district's board of trustees, 
they noted that the “IQ” of the average student in schools 
here was well above the national average; they said this 
potential should be challenged. 

With this we can agree. 

But then they suggested that, possibly, an additional 
curriculum consultant, or possibly another coordinator, 
should be added to the district’s administrative staff. 

With this we can't agree at all. 

According to the committee’s report, delivered by Dr. 
Sam Eagle, some members of the study group, after noting 
that some classes were “weaker” in some subjects than 
others, argued that it would be nice if all children in all 
classrooms on the same grade level got the same dosage 
of each subject. 


They way to do it, it was suggested, would be to 
hire another top hand who could make sure all teach- 
ers taught all subjects in exactly the same manner, 
thus there would be no differences in the results, class- 
roomful of students compared to classroomful. 


The idea may have merit, if one assumes that all sub- 
jects being taught make the best use of student time, any- 
how. But even educators differ on this very consideration. 

Further, the fact that one sixth grade mentor might be 
a whale of a good spelling teacher while another might 
be more of a history specialist is something you've got to 
expect. 

Children differ, too. 

It would be impossible and stupid to demand that 
each child weighs 110 pounds and stand 5° 3” 
he would be allowed to graduate from the eighth grade.

Similarly, it would be stupid: to demand that a child 
who may be a genius in art be penalized because he didn't 
show the same genius for mathematics, just because he 
might happen to have an “[Q” in the rarer categories. 

Maybe some steps can be taken to “up grade” the 
district’s curriculum and make more graduates outstanding 
pertormers in all fields of study, but hiring a “coordinator” 
doesn't seem like the best place to start.

Ravenswood District Voters 
Should Approve Those Bonds 


“Double session” seems to be a phrase that brings to 
boil a potful of steaming emotions among some Ravens- 
wood City School District parents. 

It's a phrase that could be virtually eliminated from 
the lexicon of the district if voters will get behind the 
$300,000 May 19 bond issue election. 

Here are the facts and figures: 

The district, according to Superintendent Stanley O, 
Schnepple, is short 13 classrooms. The figure is based on 
estimated attendance beginning next school year and on 
the board’s announced policy of holding class load to 28-30 
pupils each, 

The bond issue of $300,000 
close to its legal limit, allowing the board of trustees to 
apply for between $600,000 and $700,000 in state school 
construction funds.

With this money, the district would build a new upper- 
grade school on Pulgas avenue near Donohoe street, add 
a multi-purpose building to Menlo Oaks school, construct 
an eight-classroom addition at Belle Haven School and 
build a four-classroom section at Kavanaugh School. 

The Kavanaugh School addition, which had been 
dropped from district plans because of reduced state esti- 
mates of construction “footage” for which state aid would 
be available, was restored this week when trustees decided 
to cut out instead a multi-purpose room at the projected 
upper grade school. 

It must be noted that the reshuffling of construction 
plans occurred because the state bases loan estimates on 
school population. Since this month’s voting takes place 
during the usual mid-semester slump in student population, 
About 100 fewer stu- 
dents were in school than when the March election was 
held. 

Voters shouldn't be 
drop into thinking that perhaps more school construction 
will be unnecessary. 

The district, going by all past standards of growth, 
will gain them back — and then some — next September. 

If the bond issue is again a failure, it’s a good bet that 
the fourth graders throughout the district’s 10 schools may 
also be put on double sessions in September, according to 
Schnepple.

The millions be- 
ing spent each year for health 
and welfare, the needy chil- 
dren’s program (now over a 
million a year), the family care 
aid, and many others are con- 
trolled by state law. They are 
not going down, but up. The 
fact that San Mateo County, 
one of the richest in the na- 
tion, according to figures, 
must spend over a million a 
year for needy children really 
is a scandal. 

Sheriff Earl Whitmore has 
climinated his request for a 
$65,000 helicopter, but in- 
sists that he still wants the 
plane for rescue and mercy 
missions, as well as transfer- 
ring prisoners to the new jail 
farm and back to the hall of 
justice jail. 

He has eliminated 15 jobs 
from the requests for new em- 
ployees, leaving 21. He lopped 
off those needed for the spe- 
cial Bast Palo Alto and Pacifi- 
ca police districts. Pacifica al- 
ready has decided to establish 
its own police department, 
while East Palo Alto will de- 
cide what it wants in June. The 
15 officers, however, would ‘not 
have been a tax burden as the 
special districts “would ‘have 
had to pay all costs. Thus, 
there actually is no reduction 
here. 

It’s difficult to pick out ar- 
eas where reductions could be 
made from the standpoint of 
an. outsider. 

We do know that the county 
has become a testing ground 
for more than one costly ven- 
ture. Take the new mental 
health division established last 
year as the first county setup 
of its kind in the state. The bill 
for that repartment will go to 
about a million, or double of 


my that last year, unless pared by 


the governing officials. 


Fy The county was the first to 


augment its a:ready liberal 
pension plan with the federal 
Social Security program. We 
have an idea that the cost of 
the overall pensions this year 
will run very close to the mil- 
lion dollar figure. What hap- 
pened to that talk to consoli- 
date the two as a means of sav- 
ing the taxpayers money? 

Speaking of rising costs, 
the board of supervisors has 
received a pleasant surprise 
and a saving of $15,000. Es- 
timates had placed the cost 
of tearing down the. old 
county jail at $25,000 but a 
low bidder came in with a 
figure of $10,000. 

Evidently the stone block 
structure has a real value for 
other building purposes as no 
me figures the structure ¢an 
be torn down for anywhere 
near that amount. The supervi- 
sors figure the vacant lot right 
in the middle of the business 
section will attract a mttch 
higher price all cleared of ev- 
erything. We'll have to wait 
and see when bids are called 
this summer. Present estimates 
of the sale price are running 
around $200,000.

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‘California Garden Column: 


Marguerites Are Popular—Especially with ‘Lazy Gardeners’ 


They look like daisies. They 
have the daisy’s shy beauty and 
persistent blooming habis. The 
only difference, nurserymen 
point out, is that—botanically 
—the Marguerite is a member 
of the chrysanthemum family 
and the Aster Frikarti.is a 
perennial hardy aster. 

Marguerites are particularly 
popular with new home own- 
ers, so-called lazy gardeners 
and, in fact, all who are seek- 
ing a fast growing shrub with 
loads and loads of long lasting 
blossoms at low cost. 

All spring and summer and, 
in many areas, right through 
the winter (if protected from 
frost) the golden or white 
flowered Marguerites can be 
seen spilling gracefully over 
walls, blooming madly in the 
perennial garden or providing 
the one bright spark of color 
in a handsome pot setting. 
pind now that pink Marguerites 
. there is 
scarcely more to ask ‘for. 

Marguerites grow into 
large shrubby bushes with 
green lacy foliage and an 
abundance of flowers at the 
end of long stems. One of the 
common mistakes is over- 
coddling them. 

They like sun, but too much 
water or. fertilizer tends to 
make them leggy with fewer 
blooms. Perhaps the most im- 
portant chore is to keep the 
old flowers picked so that new 
ones will continue. 


@ Similar to the Marguerite, 


but with delicate blue daisy- 
like flowers, is the Aster Fri- 
karto. It, too, likes the sun and 
needs very little care. Bloom- 
ing late, it provides a bright 
spot of color in th garden after 
summer annuals have faded. 
* * * 
BEDDING PLANTS 

Annuals are to gardening 
4vhat herbs are to cooking. 
‘hey can be used subtly to lend 
accent in various areas or hea- 
vily to dominate the whole 
stew. And while we won't say 
one way is better than the oth- 
wer, our tastes are such that the 
garden would be insipid with- 
out the spice of annual color 
in some form. 

We especially like annuals 
in those summer months when 
the beauty of spring is but a 
memory—when the bulbs are 
dying back and a wave of hot 
weather has left a ragged look 
about the yard. Often, though, 
is isn’t until this malady 
strikes that a gardener thinks 
about curing it. 

The time to think of annu- 
als for summer and early fall 
is now, and the way to think 
of them is not where they are 
needed now, but where they 
will be needed in those sea- 
sons. A bulb bed, for instance, 
is going to need color to mini- 
mize the shabby effect of dy- 
ang foliage which can’t be cut 


back until it ripens off. Violas 
will solve the problem if sun 
isn’t too severe. And the mas- 
sed bloom of Alyssum will do 
it, whatever the sun’s inten- 
sity. 


Where a border of annuals 
is to be planted, the California 
Association of Nurserymen re- 


commends a 
rangement with tall growers 
such as giant Marigolds at the 
rear, 
Zinnias, dwarf Dahlias or Sal- 
via (careful how you use this 
one—it’s bright red) in mid- 
bed, and low growers such as 
dwarf Marigolds and the oth- 


staggered ar- 


medium 


ers mentioned above in front. 
These don’t pretend to cov- 
er the list of summer and fall 
growers like! annuals. But if they lead you 
—like a good chef—to planning 
ahead and stocking up with 
spices now against the day 
you need them, we'd say your 
summer garden is all set.
